The close of the war of 1812 
found the United States of Am- 
erica fairly established as an in- 
dependent nation. As soon as 
the affairs of government, politi- 
cal and financial, came to occupy 
less important places in the con 
sideration of the people, that peo- 
ple began to look about them 
upon the land given to them for 
occupation and to set in motion 
the various industrial agencies 
which have attained such won- 
derful development in the present 
century. Two schemes for in- 


ternal improvement were set on 
foot, which showed the value set 
upon means of communication 
by our forefathers. Systems of 
canals and of public roads were 
projected. In 1830 to 1840 all 
ideas of transportation and com- 
munication were upset by th 
advent of steam as a motive 
power. The steamboat and the 
locomotive rendered obsolete the 
canal boat and the stage coach. 
We are just now entering upon a 
period of reaction in these mat- 
ters. For thirty or forty years 
there have been no canals or 
highways of any importance con- 
structed in the United States. 
Now, every engineering periodi- 
cal is filled with the consideration 
of schemes for waterways, and 
our population appears vo be de- 
manding with one voice the bet- 
terment of our highways.
